THE BROTHERS OF THE SACRED HEART. 


HE congregation of the Brothers of the Sacred Heart was founded in Lyons, 
France, in 1821, by the Reverend Andre Coindre,.4 missionary priest of that 
diocese. The heart of the good man was moved by the religious neglect suf- 
fered by the young children of the vicinity owing to the unsettled conditions 
of that troubled period. He gathered a number of them into an asylum and 
sought young men, fervent and zealous to take care of his charges. These 
young men he formed into a congregation on September 30, 1821. 


Unfortunately Father Coindre’s duties drew him away from his congre- 

gation and prevented him from drawing up a set of rules for the stability of 

his young Community. More unfortunate still, was his untimely demise which occurred 

4 on May 30, 1826, in the 39th year of his age. 
The young congregation was left to the care of the founder’s brother, Rev. Vincent 


Coindre. 


The frequent revolutions and the unsettled state of society was very trying, 


and the new superior had not the necessary administrative abilities to govern, so that 
there was great danger of the work dying. In 1841 the Brothers elected one of their 
| own members as Superior General. This was Brother Polycarpe, a man of sound prac- 
tical sense and great faith and devotedness. The Brothers look upon him as their second 


founder 


Under his vigorous and prudent rule the Society began to flourish, and at his death 
in 1859, the Congregation had houses in twenty-four dioceses of France and America. 
This prosperity continued till the persecuting laws of 1903 deprived the Brothers of 
their schools, their homes and their property in France. 


‘ They then established themselves in Spain and in Belgium, in which countries they 
are very prosperous. 

In 1847, at the instance of Bishop Portier of Mobile, Alabama, five Brothers were 

sent over to take charge of an orphan asylum in that city. From there they spread thru- 

out the South, East, and West, and they now have houses in the Dioceses of Mobile, 


New Orleans, Natchez, Alexandria, Dallas, Oklahoma, Indianapolis,
